Garrison met with the group 
yesterday- He said he had to 
find a way to pay his investi- 
gative bills. He said public 
funds could be traced by the 
news media. 


Major sponsors of the meet- 
ing were Willard Robertson, a 
foreign car importer and major 
contributor to McKeithen'r 
campaign funds, and Cecil Shil 
stone, who operates a testing 
firm that holds the state con 
tract for laboratory analysis of 
samples from race horses on 
l state- licensed trades. 

| Robertson also has received a 
state appointment from Me- 
Keithen, to the Mississippi 
River Bridge Authority. , 
During MeKeithen’s success 
ful campaign for a constitu- 
tional amendment that will al- 
low him to seek a second term 
In the coming election this year , 
Shilstone stumped the state 
with a state police officer as a 
driver, on behalf of the amend 
ment. 

Garrison said yesterday his 
office has "solved” the case
